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3) (Original) The method as claimed In claim 1 . wherein the pigment preparation 
comprises 1 0 to 60% by weight of at least one inorganic pigment and 40 to 90% by 
weight of a paraffin oil and/or vegetable oil.

12) (Previously Presented) A colored fertilizer made In accordance with the 
method of claim 1 . 



13) (Previously Presented) A colored fertilizer made in accordance with the 
method of claim 11. 
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
